6.  Mr.  Jacob  J.  Martens,  of  726  Tolmie  Road, 
R.R.  1,  Yarrow,  British  Columbia,  shall  be  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  for  the  first  election  of  Trustees.  He 
shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  persons  who  are 
qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  shall,  at  least 
seven  days  before  the  date  of  the  meeting,  post  at 
three  conspicuous  places  within  the  area  hereinbe¬ 
fore  described  a  notice  signed  by  him  giving  the 
date,  time,  and  place  of  holding  the  said  meeting. 
The  Returning  Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
said  meeting,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause 
5  he  shall  have  power  to  determine  whether  or  not 
any  person  who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do 
so.  He  shall  have  power  to  determine  the  pro¬ 
cedure  to  be  followed  at  the  said  meeting  and  the 
method  of  taking  the  votes.  Each  qualified  voter 
shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote  for  each  of  three 
candidates.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the 
result  of  the  election  and  shall  notify  the  Comp¬ 
troller  of  Water  Rights  of  the  said  result. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for  whom 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at  the  general 
meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  6  hereof  shall 
hold  office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of 
1956,  the  candidate  elected  for  whom  the  second 
greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office 
until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1955,  and  the 
candidate  elected  for  whom  the  third  greatest  num¬ 
ber  of  votes  is  cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual 
general  meeting  of  1954,  but  should  there  be 
nominated  no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Trustee,  or  should  any  two  or  more  candi¬ 
dates  receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall 
declare  which  of  the  candidates  are  elected  and 
which  shall  hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second, 
and  the  third  succeeding  annual  general  meetings 
respectively.

( e )  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  purpose  of  discuss¬ 
ing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or  matters  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up 
at  a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general  meet¬ 
ing  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  in  two  con¬ 
spicuous  places  within  the  area  of  the  improvement 
district  and  at  the  building  where  the  meeting  is  to 
be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided  by 
the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all  matters 
brought  before  the  meeting  and  the  action  taken 
thereon.

4.  The  nominations  for  the  first  Council  of  the 
Municipality  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Thursday 
after  the  date  of  these  Letters  Patent  from  ten 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon  to  twelve  o’clock  noon  and 
the  election,  in  case  a  poll  is  granted,  shall  be  held 
on  the  Thursday  following  after  the  nomination 
between  the  hours  of  eight  o’clock  in  the  forenoon 
and  eight  o’clock  in  the  afternoon. 

5.  Harold  Dennis  Thain,  of  Port  Alberni,  British 
Columbia,  shall  be  the  Returning  Officer  for  the 
election  for  the  first  Council  of  the  'Municipality; 
and  the  Returning  Officer  may  appoint  Deputy 
Returning  Officers,  poll  clerks,  constables,  and  such 
other  officers  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  for  taking 
the  poll  and  for  maintaining  order  at  the  polling- 
stations  during  the  election.

ent  public  places  within  the  Municipality. 


8.  Prior  to  the  regular  annual  election  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  1954,  the  Reeve  and  Councillors  shall  be 
elected  from  those  registered  owners  of  real  prop¬ 
erty  in  the  Municipality  who  are  British  subjects  of 
the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  have  resided 
within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  Municipality  for 
the  period  of  three  months  immediately  preceding 
the  day  of  nomination. 

9.  (1)  Any  of  the  following  persons  shall  be 
entitled  to  have  his  name  entered  on  the  list  of 
voters,  and  if  his  name  is  so  entered,  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  at  any  municipal  election  held  prior

( a )  Any  person,  male  or  female,  who  is  a  British 
subject  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years 
and  has  been  resident  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  the  Municipality  for  not  less  than 
six  months  immediately  preceding  his  having 
filed  with  the  Returning  Officer  a  declara¬ 
tion  to  that  effect  not  less  than  one  week 
before  the  closing  of  the  list  of  voters: 

(h)  Any  person,  male  or  female,  who  is  a  British 
subject  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years 
and  is,  on  the  tenth  day  preceding  the  clos¬ 
ing  of  the  list  of  voters,  the  owner  of  land 
within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  Munici¬ 
pality,  and  any  corporation  which  is  on  such 
day  the  owner  of  land  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  the  Municipality.  For  the  purpose 
of  this  section,  “owner”  shall  have  the 
meaning  assigned  to  it  by  the  “  Municipal 
Act.” 

(2)  A  corporation  shall  vote  only  by  its  duly 
authorized  agent,  whose  authority  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Returning  Officer  not  less  than  one  week  before 
the  closing  of  the  list  of  voters,  and  who  shall  be  a 
resident  of  the  Province  and  a  British  subject  of  the 
full  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Returning  Officer 
forthwith  after  the  issue  of  these  Letters  Patent  to 
make  up  a  list  of  the  voters  qualified  as  aforesaid, 
and  to  have  the  list  accessible  to  all  persons  at  all 
reasonable  times.  He  shall  add  to  such  list  daily 
the  names  of  persons  making  declarations  as  afore¬ 
said.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  receive  and  con¬ 
sider  applications  for  enrolment  or  for  amendment 
to  the  list  of  voters  until  twelve  o’clock  noon  of  the 
Friday  before  the  day  of  nominations,  when  he 
shall  declare  the  list  closed;  and  the  list  of  voters 
so  prepared  shall  be  the  list  of  voters  for  the  Mu¬ 
nicipality  for  the  first  election  and  for  all  purposes 
until  another  voters  list  shall  have  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  “Municipal  Elections  Act”  as 
modified  by  section  9  of  these  Letters  Patent.  The 
decision  of  the  Returning  Officer  as  to  any  question 
arising  from  any  application  shall  be  final.  All 
subsequent  voters  lists  shall  be  prepared  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  “  Municipal  Elections  Act.” 

11.  ( 1 )  If  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed 
for  the  nomination  of  candidates  as  provided  in 
section  4  of  these  Letters  Patent: — 

(a)  Only  one  candidate  stands  nominated  for  the 
office  of  Reeve,  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
forthwith  declare  that  candidate  elected: 

(b)  No  more  candidates  stand  nominated  for  the 
office  of  Councillors  than  there  are  Council¬ 
lors  to  be  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
forthwith  declare  those  candidates  elected. 

(2)  (a)  If  at  the  first  election  there  shall  be  an 
equality  of  votes,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  have 
the  casting-vote,  which  shall  be  given  at  the  time  of 
the  declaration  of  the  poll. 

( b )  As  soon  as  the  Returning  Officer  has  com¬ 
pleted  the  counting  of  the  votes  and  has  completed 
his  examination  of  the  ballot-paper  accounts,  he 
shall  then  and  there  openly  proclaim  to  be  elected 
the  candidate  or  candidates  having  the  highest  num¬ 
ber  of  votes  for  the  office  or  offices  for  which  they 
have  respectively  been  nominated  and  shall  also 
place  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  polling-stations 
or  some  other  public  place  a  statement  under  his 
hand  showing  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  each 
candidate  at  the  election. 

(3)  In  case,  at  the  first  election,  the  voters  from 
any  cause  fail,  decline,  or  neglect  to  elect  the 
requisite  number  of  members  of  the  Council  on  the 
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day  appointed,  the  members  of  the  Council  elected 
who  have  made  the  declaration  provided  for  in  sec¬ 
tion  84  of  the  “  Municipal  Elections  Act  ”  shall 
appoint  as  many  qualified  persons  to  be  members 
of  the  Council,  including  the  Reeve,  if  the  Reeve 
has  not  been  elected,  as  will  complete  the  number 
of  members  requisite. 

(4)  The  members  of  the  first  Council  shall  hold 
office  as  follows,  that  is  to  say: — 

(a)  The  Reeve  shall  hold  office  until  his  succes¬ 
sor  shall  take  office  following  the  municipal 
election  to  be  held  in  December,  1954: 

(b)  The  three  Councillors  who  have  received 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  at  the  election 
of  the  first  Council  shall  hold  office  until 
their  successors  shall  take  office  following 
the  municipal  election  to  be  held  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  1954: 

(c)  The  three  Councillors  who  have  received 
the  lowest  number  of  votes  cast  at  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  the  first  Council  shall  hold  office 
until  their  successors  shall  take  office  follow¬ 
ing  the  municipal  election  to  be  held  in 
December,  1953: 

(d)  In  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  have  a  casting  vote  or  votes  to 
determine  the  Councillor  or  Councillors  who 
shall  sit  for  the  longer  term: 

(<?)  In  case  no  poll  is  necessary,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  determine  which  three  Coun¬ 
cillors  shall  sit  for  the  longer  term,  and  the 
others  shall  sit  for  the  shorter  term. 

(5)  The  names  of  the  members  of  the  first 
Council  elected  in  the  Municipality  shall  be  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Returning  Officer  in  the  Gazette 
within  thirty  days  after  the  declaration  of  the  result 
of  the  poll. 

12.  The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration 
of  the  poll,  if  any,  shall  retain  the  ballot  papers  and 
boxes  until  a  Clerk  of  the  Municipality  has  been 
appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith  deliver  the 
same. 

13.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Monday  after  the  day  of  election  at  a 
place  and  hour  to  be  set  and  appointed  by  the 
Reeve. 

14.  The  assessment  roll  of  the  Municipality  for 
the  year  1953  shall  be  prepared  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  “  Municipal  Act,”  except  that 
it  shall  be  returned  not  later  than  the  last  day  of 
the  month  following  that  in  which  the  first  election 
is  held,  and  the  Court  of  Revision  shall  be  held  on 
the  eighteenth  day  of  the  month  next  ensuing;  and 
the  roll  shall  be  completed  and  authenticated  not 
later  than  the  last  day  of  the  month  in  which  the 
Court  of  Revision  is  held. 

15.  Upon  completion  and  authentication  of  the 
assessment  roll  as  aforesaid,  the  Council  shall,  on 
or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  month  following 
that  in  which  the  assessment  roll  is  authenticated, 
pass  a  by-law  or  by-laws  as  provided  for  in  section 
264  of  the  “  Municipal  Act  ”  for  imposing  a  rate 
or  rates  upon  all  land  or  land  and  improvements 
within  the  Municipality. 

16.  In  respect  of  the  payment  of  the  current 
year’s  taxes  in  the  year  1953,  the  Council  shall  pass 
a  by-law  in  respect  of  percentage  additions  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  section  276  of  the  “  Municipal  Act.” 

17.  The  chief  administrative  official  of  the  Mu¬ 
nicipality  shall  be  a  Municipal  Manager,  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Council  and  shall  exercise  such 
powers  as  may  by  by-law  be  delegated  to  him  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  “  Municipal  Manager  Act,”  and  if  the 
by-law  so  provides,  the  Reeve  may  delegate  to  the 
Municipal  Manager  any  one  or  more  of  those 
powers  vested  in  the  Reeve  by  clauses  (a),  ( b ), 
and  (d)  of  section  27  of  the  “  Municipal  Act.” 

18.  The  Council  may  by  by-law,  at  any  time 
prior  to  the  day  specified  in  section  15  of  these 
Letters  Patent,  incur  liabilities  by  borrowing  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  whole 
fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  as  may  be  re¬ 
quired  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  business 
of  the  Municipality  until  the  revenues  for  the  year 
1953  are  available  for  that  purpose;  and  any 
liabilities  so  incurred  shall  be  repaid  out  of  the 
revenues  for  the  year  1953. 


19.  In  order  that  the  Municipality,  during  its 
initial  period  of  growth,  may  meet  its  requirements 
for  heavy  capital  outlays,  including  those  for  loca 
improvements  and  school  purposes  the  Council 
may,  prior  to  December  31st,  1955,  by  by-law  with 
the  assent  of  the  electors,  and  notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  clause  (a)  of  section  106  of  t  e 
“Municipal  Act,”  borrow  by  the  issue  and  sale  o_ 
debentures  not  more  than  the  principal  amount  ot 
five  million  dollars  ($5,000,000)  in  the  aggregate: 
Provided  that  during  the  calendar  year  1953  not 
more  than  two  million  five  hundred  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  ($2,500,000)  of  the  said  principal  amount 
shall  be  borrowed,  and  that  during  the  calendar 
years  1953  and  1954  together  not  more  than  four 
million  dollars  ($4,000,000)  of  the  said  principal 
amount  shall  be  borrowed.  The  provision  of  this 
section  shall  not  derogate  from  the  borrowing 
powers  of  the  Municipality  under  section  106  of 
the  “  Municipal  Act.” 

20.  (1)  The  Council,  within  one  year  from  date 
of  incorporation  or  such  further  period  as  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  in  Council  may  determine,  may 
by  by-law,  with  the  consent  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council,  declare  to  be  public  works  of 
general  benefit  to  the  Municipality  such  bridges  or 
sidewalks,  or  improvements  to  roads  within  the 
Municipality  as  may  have  been  constructed  or 
partially  constructed,  and  may  provide  for  the  re¬ 
imbursement  of  the  cost  thereof  to  the  person  or 
persons  constructing  such  works.  In  the  case  of 
uncompleted  works  contracted  for  prior  to  the 
election  of  the  first  Council,  the  Council  may  in 
the  same  by-law,  or  in  another  by-law  with  like 
consent,  assume  the  payment  of  all  moneys  lawfully 
payable  under  any  contract  or  contracts  for  the 
construction  of  such  uncompleted  works. 

(2)  In  the  exercise  of  powers  under  clauses  (11) 
and  (229)  of  section  58  of  the  “  Municipal  Act,” 
the  Council,  in  the  case  of  any  uncompleted  works 
contracted  for  prior  to  the  election  of  the  first 
Council,  may,  in  the  terms  of  purchase,  include 
the  assumption  by  the  Municipality  of  the  pay¬ 
ments  of  all  moneys  lawfully  payable  under  any 
contract  for  the  construction  of  such  uncompleted 
works. 


21.  In  addition  to  the  power  given  by  the  “  Mu¬ 
nicipal  Act  ”  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  by-laws 
of  the  Municipality,  the  Council  may,  instead  of 
passing  separate  by-laws  in  the  exercise  of  its 
various  powers,  make,  alter,  and  repeal  a  compre¬ 
hensive  general  by-law  (to  be  known  as  the  “  Kiti- 
mat  Municipal  Code”)  dealing  with  all  such 
matters  within  its  jurisdiction  as  the  Council  shall 
think  fit  to  include  therein. 


22.  The  Council  shall  appoint  a  Town  Planning 
Commission  under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Town 
Planning  Act.” 

23.  The  Municipality  shall  have  power  from  time 
to  time  to  enter  into  agreements  with  any  official 
trustee  or  any  Board  of  School  Trustees,  having 
jurisdiction  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the 
Municipality,  relating  to  the  joint  construction,  use, 
and  operation  of  such  public  buildings  and  other 
public  facilities  for  such  purposes  and  upon  such 
terms  and  condtions  as  the  Council  and  such  official 
trustee  or  Board  of  .School  Trustees  consider  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  Municipality  and  of  the  per¬ 
sons  residing  therein,  and  such  official  trustee  or 
Board  of  School  Trustees  shall,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Department  of  Education,  have  the  power 
to  enter  into  such  agreements.

“  Tuberculosis  ...Any  employment  under  the  Act 
where  there  is  contact  with  tuber¬ 
culous  infection  or  tuberculous- 
infected  material  by  employees 
who  were  free  from  evidence  of 
tuberculosis  prior  to  and  (except 
in  primary  tuberculosis  as  proven 
by  a  negative  tuberculin  test  on 
employment)  for  six  months 
after  engaging  in  work  in  con¬ 
nection  with  a  hospital,  private 
hospital,  sanatorium,  clinic,  or 
British  Columbia  Medical  Re¬ 
search  Institute;  and  in  the  same 
manner  in  any  employment  un- 
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der  the  Act  in  a  public  health 
unit  of  the  Government  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  or 
of  the  University  of  British  Co¬ 
lumbia,  or  of  any  municipality, 
or  of  any  School  Board,  or  of 
any  branch  of  the  Victorian 
Order  of  Nurses,  but  any  subse¬ 
quent  tuberculosis  after  the  dis¬ 
ease  has  been  arrested  and  has 
remained  arrested  for  a  period 
of  three  years  or  more  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  have  occurred  as 
a  result  of  the  original  disability 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Act.” 

And  in  lieu  thereof  has  added  the  following  to 
the  said  Schedule,  effective  April  1st,  1953: — 

Description  of  Description  of  Process 

Disease  or  Industry 

“  Tuberculosis  Any  employment  under  Part  I  of 
the  Act,  in  a  hospital,  private 
hospital,  sanatorium,  or  clinic; 
or  British  Columbia  Medical  Re¬ 
search  Institute;  or  in  any  prison 
hospital  unit  or  public  health 
unit  of  the  Government  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia; 
or  public  health  unit  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  British  Columbia,  or 
of  any  municipality,  or  of  any 
School  Board,  or  of  any  branch 
of  the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses, 
where  there  is  contact  with  tuber¬ 
culous  infection  or  tuberculous- 
infected  material  by  an  em¬ 
ployee: — 

(a)  Who,  when  the  tubercu¬ 
losis  became  an  industrial  disease 
applicable  to  him  under  the  Act, 
was  free  from  evidence  of  that 
disease;  and 

( b )  Who,  when  first  engaged 
in  such  employment,  was  free 
from  tuberculosis;  and 

(c)  Who  continued  to  be  free 
from  evidence  of  tuberculosis  for 
six  months  after  being  so  em¬ 
ployed  (except  in  primary  tuber¬ 
culosis  as  proven  by  a  negative 
tuberculin  test  at  time  of  employ¬ 
ment). 

In  the  case  of  an  employee 
previously  compensated  for  tuber¬ 
culosis,  any  subsequent  tubercu¬ 
losis  after  the  disease  has  been 
arrested  and  has  remained  ar¬ 
rested  for  a  period  of  three  years 
or  more  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
have  occurred  as  a  result  of  the 
original  disability  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  Act.”

British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.

“  55.  No  toll-gate  keeper  or  ferryman  shall  de¬ 
tain  or  delay  a  mail  on  pretense  of  demanding  toll 
or  ferriage,  but  the  same,  if  due  and  not  paid,  shall 
be  recoverable  in  the  usual  course  of  law  from  the 
person  liable.

“  93.  Every  one  who,  being  a  ferryman,  wilfully 
detains  or  delays  or  refuses  to  convey  over  a  mail 
at  his  ferry,  is  guilty  of  an  indictable  offence.”

“  ELECTRICAL  ENERGY  INSPECTION  ACT  ” 
Regulations 

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that,  by  Order  in  Coun¬ 
cil  No.  653,  approved  March  21st,  1953,  the  follow¬ 
ing  regulations  have  been  made: — 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  ELECTRICAL 
PERMITS  AND  INSPECTION  FEES 
1.  Permits 

( a )  On  and  after  such  date  as  may  be  notified 
by  publication  of  a  notice  in  the  Gazette,  it  shall 
be  unlawful,  excepting  as  hereinafter  provided,  for 
any  person  to  construct,  install,  or  alter  any  elec¬ 
trical  work  in  or  upon  any  premises  until  he  shall 
have  made  application  in  writing  and  obtained  a 
written  permit  therefor  from  the  Inspector,  and 
any  person  who  does  any  such  work  without  being 
the  holder  of  a  written  permit  therefor  from  the 
Inspector  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these 
regulations  punishable  on  summary  conviction  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  ($50). 

(b)  Such  application  shall  clearly  set  forth  the 
proper  address  of  the  premises  concerned,  with  full 
details  of  the  ownership,  occupation,  and  purpose 
for  which  said  premises  are  to  be  used,  and  shall 
list  in  detail  the  particulars  of  size  and  voltage  of 
service,  number  of  outlets,  number  and  sizes  of 
switches,  panels,  motors,  and  such  other  details  as 
may  be  required  on  the  application  form  supplied 
by  the  Inspector  of  Electrical  Energy. 

(c)  Application  for  a  permit  for  electrical  work 
shall  be  submitted  by  the  person  carrying  out  the 
work,  and  shall  be  signed  by  him.  It  shall  be  ac¬ 
companied  by  payment  of  inspection  fees  as  set 
forth  hereinafter,  and  no  permit  shall  be  issued 
until  such  payment  has  been  made.  The  cost  of 
the  permit  is  to  be  included  in  the  inspection  fees. 

(d)  Issuance  of  a  permit  shall  not  entitle  the 
holder  thereof  to  install  any  electrical  work  which 
is  not  in  accordance  with  the  regulations,  and  not¬ 
withstanding  anything  which  may  be  written  in  the 
permit,  the  Inspector  may  order  such  changes  or 
additions  as  may  be  required  to  bring  the  work 
into  conformity  with  such  regulations  as  may  be  in 
force. 

(e)  The  Inspector  shall  have  the  right  to  collect 
further  inspection  fees  or  to  make  such  adjustments 
as  may  be  necessary  to  correct  any  error  in  the 
calculation  of  fees  made  at  the  time  of  issuance  of 
the  permit. 

(/)  Every  electrical  installation  shall  be  com¬ 
menced  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  the  date  of 
issuance  of  the  permit  therefor;  otherwise  said 
permit  shall  be  deemed  to  be  void  unless  the  holder 
shall  have  obtained  an  extension  in  writing  from 
the  Inspector. 


(g)  No  permit  for  electrical  work  shall  be  issued 
to  any  person  who  is  not  the  holder  of  a  certificate 
of  competency  or  annual  permit  in  good  standing 
from  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  entitling  him  to  carry  out  such  work 
within  the  Province;  provided  that  nothing  in  these 
regulations  shall  prohibit  any  person  from  obtain¬ 
ing  a  permit  to  carry  out  personally  any  electrical 
work  on  or  within  his  own  premises.  No  permit 
may  be  transferred  from  said  holder  to  any  other 
person,  unless  written  authority  for  the  transfer 
shall  have  first  been  obtained  from  the  Inspector. 

(h)  Upon  completion  of  the  electrical  work  as 
covered  by  the  permit,  the  holder  thereof  shall 
notify  the  Inspector  in  writing  on  the  prescribed 
forms  that  the  said  work  is  ready  to  be  inspected. 
As  soon  as  practicable  after  receipt  of  such  notifica¬ 
tion,  the  Inspector  shall  carry  out  an  inspection  of 
said  work,  and  shall  issue  a  certificate  of  approval, 
or  shall  order  such  changes  as  may  be  necessary  to 
bring  the  work  into  conformity  with  the  regulations. 
Excepting  as  hereinafter  provided,  no  electrical 
work  shall  be  connected  to  any  source  of  electrical 
energy  until  final  certificate  of  approval  has  been 
issued  therefor. 

(/)  Payment  of  the  inspection  fee  shall  entitle 
the  permit-holder  to  one  inspection  and  one  re¬ 
inspection.  Should  any  further  inspections  be 
necessary  each  subsequent  inspection  shall  be 
charged  for  at  the  rates  set  forth  under  “  Miscel¬ 
laneous  Inspections”  ( see  Schedule  V). 

(j)  No  person  shall  render  any  electrical  work 
or  portion  thereof  inaccessible  by  lathing,  boarding, 
or  any  other  building  construction  until  said  work 
has  been  inspected  and  approved  by  the  Inspector. 
The  Inspector  may  order  the  immediate  suspension 
of  any  or  all  electrical  work  by  posting  a  notice  on 
the  premises  or  by  issuing  written  instructions  to 
the  permit-holder,  and  it  shall  thereafter  be  unlaw¬ 
ful  for  any  person  to  proceed  with  such  work  until 
permission  therefor  has  been  given  by  the  Inspector. 

(k)  The  Inspector  may,  at  his  discretion,  refuse 
to  issue  a  permit  for  electrical  work  in  or  upon  any 
premises  where  the  existing  electrical  work  is  not  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations. 

2.  Annual  Permits 

(a)  Annual  permits  may  be  issued  by  and  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Inspector  to  the  operator  of  any 
industrial,  commercial,  or  other  establishment  in 
which  said  operator  employs  his  own  full-time  elec¬ 
trician  or  electricians,  and  in  which  the  nature  of 
his  business  necessitates  alterations,  repairs,  or  ad¬ 
ditions  to  the  plant  at  short  notice.  Such  altera¬ 
tions,  repairs,  or  additions  may  be  carried  out  by 
said  operator’s  own  electrician  or  electricians,  with¬ 
out  the  formality  of  taking  out  a  permit  for  each 
such  alteration,  repair,  or  addition,  provided  that 
the  said  operator  is  the  holder  of  an  annual  permit 
for  the  current  calendar  year.  Such  annual  permit 
shall  not,  however,  entitle  the  holder  to  proceed 
with  any  major  addition  to  or  expansion  of  the 
plant. 

(b)  Before  beginning  any  major  alteration  to  or 
expansion  of  the  plant,  the  operator  thereof  shall 
obtain  a  permit  as  required  by  section  1  of  these 
regulations,  and  shall  pay  all  fees  as  required  by 
section  6  herein.  He  shall  submit  for  examination 
such  plans  and  specifications  as  may  be  required 
under  section  4  and  shall  pay  such  fees  as  are  pre¬ 
scribed  therein. 

(c)  For  the  purposes  of  this  regulation,  a  major 
alteration  or  addition  shall  be  deemed  to  be  one 
which  involves  the  alteration  or  addition  of  elec¬ 
trical  equipment  of  which  the  combined  horse¬ 
power  exceeds  the  amount  specified  in  the  annual 
permit  for  the  said  establishment. 

(d)  Each  establishment  for  which  the  operator 
holds  an  annual  permit  shall  be  inspected  every  six 
months,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable.  The 
operator  shall  maintain  in  his  establishment  at  all 
times  an  accurate  record  of  all  alterations  and  addi¬ 
tions  which  have  been  carried  out  in  the  said  estab¬ 
lishment  since  the  last  previous  visit  of  the  Inspec¬ 
tor.  Such  record  shall  be  made  available  to  the 
Inspector  upon  request. 
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( e )  The  fee  for  an  annual  permit  for  any  one 
plant  or  establishment  shall  be  as  listed  hereunder.

3.  Temporary  Current  Permits 

(a)  Temporary  current  permits  may  be  issued 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Inspector  to  enable  the 
supply  authority  to  connect  up  to  temporary  work 
or  uncompleted  permanent  installations.  Such  per¬ 
mits  shall  be  valid  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ninety

4.  Plans  and  Specifications 

(a)  The  Inspector  may,  at  his  discretion,  call  for 
plans  and  specifications  of  electrical  work  in  any 
premises  where  he  may  deem  it  advisable  to  do  so, 
and  in  any  case  such  plans  and  specifications  shall 
be  submitted  for  any  premises  such  as  theatres, 
halls,  factories,  hotels,  apartment  buildings,  or  any 
place  or  building  where  the  public  safety  may  be 
deemed  to  be  affected.

Where  any  person  carries  on  any  other  busi¬ 
ness  in  addition  to  the  generation,  distribution,  or 
supply  of  electrical  energy  as  above  described,  only 
that  portion  of  the  business  which  is  directly  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  said  generation,  distribution,  or 
supply  of  electrical  energy  shall  come  within  the 
scope  of  this  section. 

(c)  There  shall  be  an  annual  inspection  fee  for 
each  public  utility  as  prescribed  hereunder.  The 
fee  shall  provide  for  periodic  inspection  of  all 
generating,  distribution,  and  associated  equipment. 
The  said  fee  shall  be  based  on  the  installed  capacity 
of  the  generators  which  supply  energy  to  the 
system.  In  the  case  of  a  city,  municipal,  or  similar 
body  which  purchases  electrical  energy  in  bulk 
from  another  public  utility  and  distributes  to  con¬ 
sumers,  the  fee  shall  be  based  on  the  maximum 
one-hour  demand  in  the  preceding  year  as  measured 
on  the  metering  equipment  at  the  point  of  supply. 
Where  no  maximum-demand  meter  exists,  the  fee 
shall  be  based  on  the  installed  transformer  capacity 
of  the  substation  from  which  the  said  city,  munici¬ 
pality,  or  similar  body  receives  its  supply  of  elec¬ 


trical  energy.  In  the  case  of  a  person  who  generates 
electrical  energy  primarily  for  consumption  by  his 
own  business,  but  who  also  distributes  for  con¬ 
sumption  by,  or  sale  to,  his  employees  or  to  the 
public  a  portion  of  such  energy  in  excess  of  fifteen 
per  centum  (15%)  of  his  generating  capacity,  the 
inspection  fee  shall  be  based  on  the  installed 
capacity  of  the  transformers  which  supply  electrical 
energy  to  such  consumers.  The  annual  fee  shall 
be  computed  on  the  basis  of  one  and  one-half  cents 
(IVid)  per  kilovolt-ampere  of  generator  capacity, 
maximum  one-hour  demand  or  transformer  capac¬ 
ity  of  the  substation,  as  the  case  may  be.  On  or 
before  the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year,  every 
public  utility  shall  submit  to  the  Inspector  of  Elec¬ 
trical  Energy  a  true  record  of  its  installed  generator 
capacity  or  substation  transformer  capacity  as  of 
the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  the  preceding 
year,  or  its  maximum  one-hour  demand  for  the 
preceding  year.  The  fee  for  each  calendar  year 
shall  become  due  and  payable  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  May  of  that  year. 

( d )  The  minimum  annual  inspection  fee  shall  be 
five  dollars  ($5).

For  the  purpose  of  calculating  the  employer  contribution  pursuant  to  clause  (c)  of  subsection  (1) 
of  section  8  and  clause  ( d )  of  subsection  (2)  of  section  8,  the  following  tables  are  to  be  used  as  from 
April  1st,  1953.
